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3. Group chat sessions: weekly meetings with tutors from livemacha to 
ask questions about language learning; 

4. Audio podcasts: members receive 
language they are studying; 

5. Leader-board feature. members of the SNS can sce their position vis- 
a-vis other students based on their performance on test scores, thus adding 
an increased motivational and competitive factor to the online community.

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5.2. Attitudes towards SNSLL
